OCEAN DISASTER ENTAILED AN 
AW FUL LOSS OF LIFE. 


Collision With the Crathie Sent the 
Big North German Lloyd Liner to 
the Bottom and Only Nineteen Peo­ 
ple Were Rescued—Details of the 
Horror. 


DESCRIBES THE HORROR. 


SCOTT MAY NOT SET 
THE VETERINARY JOB 
lALLEN RESOLUTION 
DISCUSSED TODAY 


L o n d o n , Jan. 3 1 .— The number of 
lives lost by the foundering of the 
Elbe is now placed at 305. 
The Elbe 
went down 
as 
the 
result of 
a 
collision w ith 
the B ritish steam er 
Crathie, bound from R otterdam for 
Aberdeen. 
The disaster occurred be­ 
fore daylight yesterday m orning a t a 
point some th irty miles from th e Hook 
of Holland. 
W hen th e new s of the disaster be­ 
cam e generally know n the excitem ent 
was intense. 
Cable dispatches were 
a t once forw arded to all the principal 
European cities, and soon a flood of re­ 
tu rn dispatches were received asking 
for fu rth er inform ation, which a t th a t 
tim e it w as impossible to obtain. 
The 
dispatches from G erm any show th a t 
th e new s caused the g reatest excite­ 
m ent and sorrow, m ost all the officers 
and crew of the lost steam er and a 
m ajority of the passengers being Ger­ 
m ans 
As tim e wore on it w as apparent th a t 
th e first reports of th e sinking of the 
steam er had m inimized the horrors of 
th e disaster. 
Many dispatches were 
forw arded to Maas Luis to the com­ 
m ander of the Crathie asking him if he 
had rescued any of the Elbe's passen­ 
gers. 
Up to a late hour, however, no 
answ ers were received to these dis­ 
patches, and the belief grew th a t the 
C rathie afte r the accident had rather 
sought its own safety th an to rescue 
th e people on the doomed Elbe. 
From the details now a t hand it is 
learned th a t the Elbe was proceeding 
along a t its usnal rate of speed anc 
keeping th e ordinary lookouts. 
The 
n ig h t was dark, but there was no gale 
Suddenly the forw ard lookout on 
th e 
Elbe 
reported 
to 
the off! 
cer on deck th a t th e 
lights 
oil 
a 
steam er 
were 
close 
aboard 
over the port bow. 
Before the course 
of the Elbe could be changed, so as to 
sheer it off from 
the approaching 
steam er, the la tte r struck it ju st about 
th e engine room, going through the 
plates as though they were pasteboard 
and sticking its nose alm ost com 
pletelv through the hull of the Elbe 
For a time the Crathie held the Elbe 
on its nose, b ut then its engines were 
reversed and it backed out of the 
aperture it had made. 
As it did so the 
w ater rushed into the Elbe in a to rren t 
and it im m ediately began to settle. 
The officer in charge of the ship at 
once saw th a t it was doomed and gave 
hurried orders to clear aw’ay th e life­ 
boats for launching. 
T hree of the 
boats were cleared and lowered, but 
one of them shortly after it got clear 
of the steam er capsized, and it is 
thought th a t 
all occupants 
were 
drowned. 
The first boat contained 
the third officer, chief engineer, purser 
and tw enty of the passengers. 
These 
are the persons who were picked up 
by the fishing smack and taken to 
Lowestoft. 
N early all th e passengers were asleep 
a t the time, but m any of them were 
aw akened by the shock, slight as it 
was. 
They could hear the rush of the 
rapidly inflowing w ater, and, w ith 
cries of terror, sought to make their 
way to th e upper deck. 
The steam er 
being loaded by the stern w ater n atu r­ 
ally rushed aft, and 
this 
allowed 
m any 
of 
the passengers forw ard 
to reach th e deck. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
th e 
saloon 
passengers, 
how 
ever, the result was fatal. 
As they 
rushed from th eir state rooms into the 
saloon they w ere m et by the to rren t, 
against w hich it w as im possible for 
them to m ake headway. 
They were 
caught up and sw ept a ft tow ard the 
cock pit, w here they w ere probably 
drow ned before the ship foundered. 
A ltogether about fifty of the passen­ 
gers reached th e deck, w here the 
w ildest 
confusion 
existed. 
Wild 
rushes w ere made for the boats, but 
the terrible excitem ent prevailing im­ 
peded the 
efforts 
of 
those 
who 
were trying to clear them aw ay 
Many 
heartrending 
scenes 
were 
witnessed betw een parents and chil 
dren in th e 
few 
m om ents precad 
ing the sinking ot the vessel. 
The cry 
was raised on th e doomed vessel for 
the women and children to go over to 
.the other side of the steam er, aw ay 
from the port side, in which was the 
great gaping 
hole caused by the 
Crathie. 
The half fainting women and 
terror stricken children hurried to the 
starboard side, b u t they had scarcely 
reached the boats w hen the huge ves­ 
sel lifted its bows high in the air and 
then slowly and silently sank, stern 
foremost, beneath the waves, taking 
w ith it its hum an freight. 
Barely 
tw enty m inutes elapsed betw een the 
collision and the 
sinking 
of 
the 
steam er. 
A heavy sea was running 
and the wind, w hich was from the 
cast southeast, was bitterly cold. 
The sm all boat containing th e sur­ 
vivors tossed about until l l o’clock in 
th e 
morning. 
The survivors were 
nearly 
frozen, 
having 
hardly any 
clothing, and their sufferings w ere in­ 
tense. 
Eventually the fishing smack 
Wild Flow er saw the signals and bore 
down on the boat. 
In a short tim e tho 
survivors were taken aboard of it, 
where everything possible w’as done 
for their comfort. 
One report has it th a t there were 
about too persons on the Elbej <40 of 


Rescued Man Says the Passengers Were 
Drowned by Hundreds. 


L o n d o n , Jan. 3 1 .— The Elbe, it ap­ 
pears, w as on its way to Southam pton 
w ith fifty saloon passengers, about IOO 
steerage passengers, and a crew of 
ISO. 
The m orning was heavy and 
m isty, and the steam er was only m ak­ 
ing usual tim e and keeping th e ordi­ 
nary lookout. 
Suddenly a steam er was 
sighted off the port bow of th e Elbe, 
and before the collision could be avert­ 
ed the unknow n vessel had run into 
the Elbe. 
The N orth German Lloyd 
steam er was struck above the engine 
room and began to fill so rapidly th a t 
there was only tim e to low er three 
boats and one of those was swamped 
shortly after getting away from the 
steam er. 
The first boat contained 
the third officer, chief engineer, the 
purser, and tw enty passengers. The oc­ 
cupants of the first boat w ere picked 
up by a couple of fishing sm acks and 
were taken to Lowestoft, w here they 
have been landed. 
I t has been found 
difficult to get the officers of the steam ­ 
ship to make any statem ent u n til they 
have communicated w ith the agents 
of the Elbe, and the passengers who 
have been rescued are as yet too ex­ 
cited to tell anything but ram bling 
stories. 
But from w hat can be gath ­ 
ered but a short tim e m ust have 
elapse! between th e collision and the 
sinking of the Elbe. 
From w hat one of the rescued men 
says the disaster m ust have been one 
of the m ost terrible in the history of 
such catastrophes. 
The whole of the 
passengers are understood to 
have 
been below and asleep at the tim e the 
collision occurred and nearly all of 
them m ust have been either drowned 
below or have m et death while seeking 
to rush upon the deck.

Madison, Jan. 31—The appointment 
cf Dr. J. L. Scott of Beaver Dam as 
State Veterinary Surgeon was not con­ 
firmed this morning aB a question as 
to his citizenship was raised.

that

confirmation 
has 
always 
been a good deal uncertain. 
Yester­ 
day afternoon Gov. Upham gave the 
case another hearing. 
Committees of 
various kinds have waited on the gov­ 
ernor at intervals ever since—some in 
favor of Scott and some against him. 
The main charge brought affects the 
question whether he is a full citizen 
or not. 
Beneath this is the insinua­ 
tion that when he first declared his 
intentions it was with the idea of vot­ 
ing the democratic ticket. 
If Scott 
does not get the job Dr. E. D. Roberts 
is said to be next in line. 
Among the important new bills was 
one allowing common councils to 
•henge the number and boundaries of 
wards and to condemn lands for sew 
erage purposes and allowing cities to 
issue bonds for the purchase of gas, 
electric light and water plants. 
Other bills were presented; imposing 
a five per cent tax on all collateral 
inheritances of more than $10,000; 
creating a fund of $ 5 0 ,0 0 0 for the use 
of the state board of health, to pre­ 
vent the spread of cholera and other 
contagious diseases; 
naming 
game wardens agent to stock

SH E RESCUED HER BABES. 


Heroic Deed of Mrs. Mary Walsh of New 
York Daring a Fire. 


N e w Y o r k , Jan. 3 1 .—A m other’s love 
and courage showed strongly yes­ 
terday when Mrs. Mary W alsh le ft a 
fourth story window of her home at 
Sixth avenue and, w ith her tw o 
children in her arms, climbed down an 
icy iron ladder to escape from the 
flames th a t had possession of 
her 
rooms. 
The tire started w hile Mrs. W alsh 
was still in bed w ith her children. 
H er husband, a letter carrier, had 
gone to work half an hour before. 
Mrs. W alsh awoke to find her room in 
flames. 
The force of the fire and 
smoke had already blown out a rear 
window in the house. 
Mrs. W alsh 
caught up her tw o children and ran 
through the flames to the fire escape. 
The fire burned their n ight gowns and 
scorched their hair and flesh. 
Icicles 
hung from the fire escape ladders down 
w hich she had to climb. 
A beam had 
fallen across ber shoulders as she ran 
through the burning room and left an 
ugly bruise. 
Mrs. W alsh climbed down the first 
ladder and stood on a level w ith an ad­ 
joining house, where a m an, who had 
been aw akened by the fire, m et her 
and took the children from her arms. 
Then Mrs. W alsh was herself assisted 
down. 
The surgeon at the hospital to 
w hich they were taken says the chil­ 
dren will die.

Catherine Ging, describing the crime 
in betail. 
He showed how the only

death was H arry Hayward. 
It is evi­ 
dent from his speeca th a t Claus Blixt 
is to take the stand as a w itness 
against Hayward. 
He said the evi­ 
dence of the state would consume 
about tw o wreeks. 
W illiam E rh ard t was the first w it­ 
ness put on the stand and he related 
how he found the body and bow lie 
passed a team 
shortly 
before 
he 
reached it. 
A ttorney Erw in tried to 
cross exam ine him into dam aging ad­ 
missions but failed to do so, w ith the 
exception th a t E rh ard t stated th a t he 
did not know positively th a t there was 
any connection betw een the horse and 
carriage and the m urder. 


It Gives the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury Discretion to Redeem Treasury 
Notes and Greenbacks With Silver 
—Nicaraguan Bill Regarded Favor­ 
ably. 


W a s h in g to n , Jan. 
3 1 —-The house 
sub c o l d ini Hee on the Nicaraguan bill 
took favorable action this morning. 
The senate this morning discussed 
•Senator Allen’s resolution to give the 
secretary of 
the treasury discretion 
to redeem greenbacks 
and treas­ 
ury 
notes in 
silver. 
A 
financial 
Oui based on th e President’s message 
has been agreed upon by the b&nking 
and currency com m ittee after only tw o 
days of earnest work. 
It w ill be re­ 
ported to the house and a rule secured 
lim iting the debate, which w ill begin 
Monday. 
It is strictly a non-partisan 
measure. 
It will probably pass the 
house, after b itter opposition. Changes 
made are as follows: The bonds are 
made payable after 
ten 
years at 
the 
option 
of 
the 
governm ent. 
The 
requirem ent for 
paying cus­ 
tom s in 
gold 
is 
dropped. 
Bank 
reserves are required to be held in 
coin, 
increasing from 
1.10 to 
1.2 
gradually, and half of the coin must 
be in gold. 
The tax on national bank 
notes is reduced from I per cent to one 
fourth of I per cent, and this la tte r 
am ount is made payable in sem i-annual 
installm ents. 
This is for the purpose 
of inducing n a to n a l banks to take out 
circulation. The existing laws restrict­ 
ing rapid increase of circulation are 
repealed for the same purpose. 
The 
greenbacks are to be retired only as 
rapidly as bank notes are issued to 
take th eir places, thus preventing con­ 
traction of the currency. 
The original 
proposition to retire notes below §10 
and substitute silver certificates is 
elim inated from the bill as amended. 
The necessity for recouping the gold 
reserve a t once is apparent to the 
treasury, and the prospects are th at 
bids for an issue of 4 per cent bonds of 
3100,000,000 will be called for w ithin a 
few days. 
Unlike the 
5 per cents, 
which ran for ten years, these are 
th irty years bonds, and hence are like­ 
ly to prove more popular w ith foreign 
investors, for this reason as well as 
the fact th a t low premium bonds are 
more salable abroad than high pre­ 
mium, high rate securities are. 
R epresentative Aldrich endeavored 
to secure unanim ous consent to have 
inserted in the house record the tele­ 
gram s from Chicago bankers, m er­ 
chants, and m anufacturers asking for 
action on the President’s financial 
policy. 
Jerry Simpson, the Kansas 
aopulist, however, objected and pre­ 
vented the telegram s receiving public 
recognition. 
In the senate, however, 
Senator Cullom secured th eir introduc­ 
tion w ith leave to print in the record. 


oppression. 
‘It is not pleasant,” he 
continued, “ to differ w ith the head o 
my party. 
I have rem ained silent for 
many m onths in order not to add to 
the discord w ithin our g reat party. 
But we have now reached the Tarting 
of the ways.

If there was to be a choice 
betw een th e tw o coin standards, then 
the senator believed in taking the one 
which was recognized the world over 
as the best. 
But he still believed that 
both m etals could be used. 
He ap­ 
pealed to the finance com m ittee to act 
a t once. 
The people had plenty of 
money. 
They had now $1,600,000,000 
j in sm all savings in the savings banks. 
Give the plain people, the laboring 
people, a chance to m eet this so called 
em ergency and they would supply the 
deficiency in tw o days. 
Mr. H ill said the first du ty of the 
senate was to ascertain w hat was 
w anted by the adm inistration.

a second tim e and ordered to third 
reading. 
The senate adjourned until 
IO o'clock to-day. 
In the house, by request of Mr. 
Shanahan, his bill to provide for civil 
service in cities was referred to the 
com mittee on state and m unicipal civil 
service reform . 
A num ber of other 
measures w ere introduced, and the 
house adjourned to IO o’clock

Parting of 
the 
iVayn 
Comes 
Great Financial Question. 


W a s h in g t o n . Jan. 3 1 .—The session 
of the senate yesterday was unusually 
eventful in giving expression to the 
intense feeling which has been aroused 
by the financial question. 
Mr. Sher­ 
man of Ohio spoke for the first tim e 
since the new phases of the financial 
situation were presented. 
Mr. Vest 
lent a personal interest to the debate 
by declaring th a t the President was 
seeking to make congress accessory to 
the w elding of the single gold stand­ 
ard on the people. 
The senator as­ 
serted w ith dram atic em phasis th a t he 
had thus far held his peace, but th a t 
there m ust now be a separating of the 
ways between him and the President. 
W hen the session opened Mr. Cullom 
(rep., 111.) presented a dispatch from 
all the leading banks of Chicago urg 
ing th a t the President's recom m enda­ 
tions be carried out a t the earliest day 
passible. 
Mr. Vest (dem., Mo.) followed w ith 
a sim ilar dispatch from the St. Louis 
cham ber of 
commerce. 
This 
was 
the tex t 
for 
one 
of 
the 
most 
stirring 
scenes 
the 
senate 
has 
heard in 
m any 
days. 
Mr. 
Vest 
said 
the 
cham ber 
of 
commerce 
of St. Louis did not represent the feel 
ing of the people of Missouri or of the 
country on the financial question. 
He 
did not believe the people favored 
retirem ent of $500,000,000 of green­ 
backs and treasury notes and the sub 
stitution of no currency a t all. 
He did 
not believe they favored gold obliga­ 
tions 
running 
fifty 
years 
w ith 
interest 
aggregating 
$75,000,000 
a t 
the end 
of 
th a t 
time. 
It 
was a selfish suggestion th at posterity 
should be left to pay this bad debt. 
The senator asked if any man really 
believed the supposed em ergency could 
not be m et by treasury paym ents in 
silver. 
And yet the im pression was 
being conveyed to the public th a t the 
country was on the brink of ruin. 
If 
the President had the powder he wrould 
force us to the single gold standard. 
“ B ut,” said Mr. Vest im pressively, 
and 
raising 
bis 
rig h t 
hand 
in 
emphasis, 
“ so far 
as I am con­

CURSE THE SOIL 


J. A. REWRITES ON PROFITABLE 
CROPS FOR FARMERS. 


No Crop Should Be Raised That De­ 
moralizes Society and the Souls 
and Lives of Men Should Not Be 
Bartered For Gain—Tobacco a Los­ 
ing Product. 


“ What crops could best be dis­ 
pensed with profit to our farmers?” 
At the recent farmers’ convention 
held at Milton Junction, this question 
was on the programme, but Mr. Havi­ 
land, by whom the discussion was to 
be opened, being absent,it was passed 
over without discussion. 
The question 
is too vitally connected with the pros­ 
perity of Rock county to be dropped. 
It is necessary to consider, first, that 
no crop or business is profitable how­ 
ever much money may ba in it, if it 
demoralizes society, and second, no 
crop can be profitably raised when an­ 
other can be more 
advantageously 
substituted. 
A gentleman of my ac­ 
quaintance visited southern California 
a few years ago. 
Vineyards were 
everywhere and the 
production of 
grapes for the manufacture of wine 
was the piincipal business. 
Every­ 
body drank wine, men, women and 
children. 
He saw that the habit was 
demoralizing, yet he was delighted 
with the country and felt confident 
that he could exchange his farm in 
Minnesota for a vineyard in California 
and live easier and make big money. 
But he had five boys and it would not 
be profitable for him to hazard their 
moral welfare. 
He said no material 
consideration could induce him to take 
them there. 
R aise Nothing: T h at D em oralizes 
Now the time has come when the 
farmers of Rock county must consider 
this. 
Anything can 
be dispensed 
w ith that is demoralizing in its influ­ 
ence. 
Take the section of country ly­ 
ing between the lakes and the gulf. 
Wheat, corn, oats, barley, rice, pota­ 
toes, tobacco, cotton and fruit are our 
great staple crop*. 
There is nothing 
necessarily demoralizing in the pro­ 
duction, manufacture and use of cot 
ton. It is one of the necessities of the 
whole people, noith and south, and 
the same maybe said of wheat, corn, 
oats, rice and potatoes, although a 
small per cent, of these products are 
put to a bai use in the manufacture of 
intoxicants. 
Yet their necessity as 
wholesome articles of food is so great 
that no one would advocate dispens­ 
ing with their culture. 
Less than one 
per cent, of the whole corn crop is 
used to manufacture intoxicating liq­ 
uors. 
It is different, however, with 
barley. 
It is in itself a noble grain 
and in some countries has constituted 
the chief article of food. 
It can be 
profitably raised for stock feed, espec 
ially when ground and mixed with 
other grains, and for the production o 
pork is said by experts to be better 
than corn. 
Rut to the disgrace of the 
whole country it must be said that 
more than seventy-four per cent, o 
this noble grain is used for the m&nu 
facture of intoxicating drinks. 
When 
fed to stock, a return of fertilizing 
elements is made to the soil, but when 
bold off the farm, the soil is impov 
erished, and the farm gradually but 
burely runs down. 
F arm er as B ad as th e B rew er. 
Then too, he who consents to rais 
barley 
for 
the 
brewer, or what 
amounts to the same thing, sells his 
barley knowing that every bushel will 
be used to manufacture beer, becomes 
a partner in the liquor business, to­ 
gether witn the brewer and saloon 
keeper and wholesale dealer, all of 
whom are in the business just as the 
farmer is for the money there is in it, 
and all are equally guilty of the de­ 
moralization of society, which the 
whole business imposes. 
There is no 
escape from this verdict. 
“The par­ 
taker is as bad as the thief.” 
The 
liquor traffic will not be prohibited so 
long as the majority of our farmers 
devote their farms to the production 
of barley, which they do not intend to 
corsume. 
Then we must come to the 
conclusion that barley can be properly 
dispensed with except for feeding. 
There are 
also large sections of 
our country where fruit, especially ap­ 
ples and grapes are produced for the 
Bole purpose of manufauturing cider 
and wnie. 
I was raised in New Eng­ 
land, a cider manufacturing country. 
Many of my early associates filled 
drunkard’s graves, made drunkards 
by the use of cider as a common bev­ 
erage. 
Far better to cut down the 
cider apple trees than to barter the 
bodies and souls of the boys with the 
gain of their profit. 
The same may 
be said of the grape, noble, useful, 
bealth-givlrg fruit that it is. 
Let it 
be confined to its proper use as a food 
or for unintoxicating drink, and let its 
production for the manufacture of in 
toxicants be dispensed with. 
T obacco Curses th e S oil. 
But there is one more crop of which 
I wish to speak. 
A .eading business 
in southern 
Wisconsin, notably in 
Rock and’Dane counties, is the pro­ 
duction of tobacco. 
As a source of 
material profit to the producer, there 
is no doubt it is a huge swindle. Many 
of cur be*t farmers and wisest busi­ 
ness men, tesiity that tobacco is in 
debt to Rock county, the county being 
hundreds of thousands dollars poorer 
for the business. 
It is a most ex­ 
haustive crop, and curses the soil 
where it grows. 
There is absolutely 
no redeeming feature in the whole 
business. 
From start to finish it is 
demoralizing. 
Science has no usa for 
the product, and its medicinal value if 
any at all, is very small. 
The habit­ 
ual use of tobacco is evil only, but 
while its effects are not manifest in 
the same way as intoxicating liquors, 
itis not less deadly and productive of 


physical disorders. 
The brain, heart, 
stomach, and in fact all the vital or­ 
gans of the body are affected by it, 
and few men can be said to be in their 
right minds who use it, because of the 
impairment of vital functions which it 
occasions. 
After a careful series of 
experiments and long-continued ob­ 
servation of the the effect of tobacco 
npon young men, the United States 
government has prohibited its use in 
our 
military 
and 
naval schools. 
It 
is 
a 
crop 
that 
can most profitably be dispensed with 
notwithstanding the vast amount of 
\ capital that is invested in warehouses 
I and manufacturing plants. 
S heep B e tte r T han L eaf. 
Christian ingenuity will readily de­ 
vise means of transforming these into 
otaer business enterprises, more pro­ 
fitable and free from demoralizing in­ 
fluences, and the potent force of elec­ 
tricity 
will furnish the 
necessary 
ower. 
On the farm every good to­ 
bacco shed can easily be converted in­ 
to a dairy or sheep barn, but of which 
industries are now paying better than 
tobacco. 
I am aware that many farm­ 
ers have become discouraged in 
the 
sheep industry, because of the low 
jrice of wool, and are desirous of get­ 
ting out of the business. 
But this is 
a mistake and they will see it soon. 
There is no question but sheep may be 
profitably raised for mutton, if intelli­ 
gence is exercised in care and breed­ 
ing, while the wool cheap as it is, 
should not be dispised, as it will go 
ar towards paying for the keep of the 
animal. 
I have had 
considerable 
observation from the Atlantic to be­ 
yond the Mississippi, and can state 
without fear of contradiction, that 
those farmet s who have stuck to dairy­ 
ing and the production of cattle, 
sheep, hogs and poultry, have been 
more generally successful than those 
who have made a specialty of tobacco 
or barley. 
There is large room for 
industry in the cultivation of small 
fruit. 
There is not anything like a 
supply of cherries, currants, straw­ 
berries, raspberries, gooseberries, etc., 
in Southern Wisconsin. 
Hundreds of 
thousands of bushels would be used if 
there was a supply, while now there 
are not as many 
quarts. 
E/ery 
]'armer should raise enough for his 
1'amily’s needs, and many might pro­ 
fitably devote their whole tobacco 
field to the production of these choice, 
>alatable, 
health 
giving 
fruits.

When the model lining hasbeen basted, 
try it on and leave tho seams on the out­ 
side. With pins take in all tho seams un­ 
til they lit tho figure perfectly and then 
Iron the seams flat, with tho pins still in, 
which will mark tho seams for future use. 
After this trim oil the superfluous stuff and 
cut a pattern from muslin or paper for fu­ 
ture use, as it will save much time. 
The 
lining should then be placed on the ma­ 
terial, the front coming even with the 
two selvage edges. 
The side pieces and 
backs can all be cut out of one width by a 
little careful management if there is no up 
and down to the stuff. If there is, it will 
require more goods. 
The lining and out­ 
side are now to bo basted firmly together, 
each piece separately, after which the 
whole • bodice may be basted again to bo 
tried on, this time right side out, and all 
the seams trimmed neatly. 
If the waist 
fits—and it w ill if properly basted—it can 
be seamed up. The seams should bo taken 
on the outside of the bastings, as they are 
elastic, boing loose, and therefore they 
stretch. 
The seams should be pressed apart and 
the bones sowed in. 
Each has her own 
preference about the sowing In of bones 
They can bo bought now ready prepared, 
and all that is necessary is to sew tho 
edges of the tape to tho pressed seams. 
The finishing of the waist is now so wide­ 
ly different in different cases that only a 
jgencral idea can be given. Basque waists 
are faced up and pressed, and whatever 
styles or kind of trim m ing-there is may be 
set on afterward. 
Few dresses now7, ex­ 
cept tailor gowns, and they not always, 
havo buttons. 
They close invisibly by 
hooks and eyes. 
Lapels are just now fa­ 
vorite trim m ing on waists. 
They are 
acute triangles in form, lined with stiff 
wigan and faced with some kind of silk. 
Tho outside may be of tho dress material 
or of velvet, moire, or, in fact, any suitable 
material.

THE NEW CAPITOL AT HARRISBURG, PENNSYLVANIA. 


The new capitol of Pennsylvania is a m agnificent piece of work both from an architect’s and 
an artisan’s point of view. It is built in the purest style of the Italian renaissance; it is per­ 
fectly proportioned in every detail, and embodies in white stone the highest form of creative 
art and mechanical skill. Apparently one edifice, it practically consists of two distinct build­ 
ings. as the new state library, with a capacity of 500,000 volumes, is entirely separate from the 
executive department, the only inside communication being through a private door. The ex­ 
ecutive building has a front of 120 feet and a depth of 105 feet. 
It is entered from a sem i-circu­ 
lar portico, supported by Ionic columns. The w alls of the immense vestibule are lined with 
polished Sienna marble, which contrast well with the elaborately carved pilasters of Caen 
stone that support a half-groined ceiling, beautifully modeled and paneled in stucco. 
The 
vestibule opens through an arched doorway into a long hall 45 feet high. 
Half-way up is a 
gallery running the entire length of the hall. The gallery is supported by carved columns and 
arches. The architrave and frieze are elaborately carved. There are heads of the Indian, the i 
African, the Oriental; of fauns and satyrs: of Penn, Meade, Franklin, Mifflin and Wayne; and j 
life-sized eagles with extended wings. The w alls of tho hall are lined with light Numidian 1 
marble set in a base of pink Georgian marble. 
Each wall is broken into panels by pilasters J 
and bands of richly carved Caen stone. 
All of the doorways in the building are arched and 
carved. The cost of the new building was $800,(HIO.

remember is that accuracy is the turning 
point between a clumsy and a perfect 
gown. The draped collar is the favorite at 
present and is made by having a stiff lin­ 
ing and silken facing, with whatever is 
used for the outside crushed or shirred 
over tho outside. A small rosette may fin­ 
ish the collar. 
Where there is a full vest front effect 
desired, or a drapery of any kind arranged 
on a waist, the lining should be fitted and 
finished to boning first and the rest dono 
after. 
At the present moment the sleeve is the 
distinguishing point of the costume, and 
it is enormous. 
It requires 114 yards of 
54 inch goods to make a pair of gigot 
sleeves, and even then the corners often 
have to be pieced, but that does not show 
in the folds. 
The lining to a gigot sleeve 
is exactly like that to a loose coat sleeve. 
The outside is to be gathered around the 
top until it is reduced to the size of tho 
lining, and then the edges are overcast at 
the top and tho rest pasted as usual, and 
the seam taken up, and the wrist faced 
and pressed. 
The diagram given hero 
shows an ordinary gigot sleeve. 
From 
shoulder to wrist in tho highest part it 
measures 30 inches and in width 38. If it 
has to be pieced, the proper place to piece 
it is the underarm part marked with a 
line of X marks. If a mousquetaire is de­ 
sired, the shape of tho upper part is tho 
same, but the lower is cut two inches wid­ 
er and six longer, and these gathered and 
tacked along bring heavy wrinkles all the 
way down. If the gigot sleeve has tho up­ 
per portion extending up ten inches from 
the OO marks and laid in a flat plaiting, 
either knife or double box, covering tile 
shoulder seam and reaching to the collar, 
while the rest of the sleeve is sewed in the 
usual stylo, it will be quite the newest 
thing. This is very dressy with the blouse 
waists now so fashionable and gives the 
Garibaldi effect. 
Balloon puffs are much liked for home 
wear, and they are made by gathering a 
full piece of material to a coat sleeve lin­ 
ing, which has the lower portion made of 
the same or a contrasting color. The vari­ 
ation in sleeves, however, arc all based 
upon the coat sleeve foundation and are so 
largely a matter of personal taste that it is 
not necessary to enlarge upon them.

few general remarks may be made, how­ 
ever. The sleeves for dress occasions may 
be of a number of tulle or chiffon ruffles 
over a foundation in coat form.

light silks are made in puffs four times tho 
length of the upper arm and four times 
the width of the sleeve lining.

fullness is then draped up in rich folds, 
enough to bring it into partially reasona­ 
ble dimensions.
